Step  above  the  Surface,  but  if  built  on 
Low  Ground,  it  will  appear  much  more 
graceful  to  be  elevated  on  a  Subplinth 
three  or  four  Feet  high,  and  alcended 
to  by  Steps  in  Proportion.
